The glove fight for a purse of $1,000 offered by the 
Olympic Club at New Orleans for Billy Woods, of Den- 
ver, Col., the heavy weight champion of Colorado, and 
Mike C. Conley, the Ithaca Giant, of Ashland, Wis., to 
contend for, was decided in the Olympic Club, New 
Orleans, on February 9.

The Employees of Clark’s Thread 
Mills Object to Scab Labor, 


AND SERIOUS RIOTING RESULTS.

Trouble has again broken out in the Clark thread 
mills in Harrisou, Kearney aud Hudson County, N. J., 
and the last outbreak has proven more serious than 
the furmer ones. These outbreaks are of almost an- 
nual occurrence and they are caused by the dissatis- 
faction expressed on the part of the employees, es- 
pecially the girl spinners, to the action of Supt. Walms--; 
ley, in employing what, they term “‘écab help.” 
On the night of Feb..11 when the “scabs” were taken f 
over from Newark, a.throtix uf people, chiefly women,,”; 
was gathered on the River rvad in front of: the mill: to." u 
see the procession file up fruin the docs to the. mill

At least 1,000 people had gathered, and two oily,’

Walmsley was white and nervous as he ran the , 
gauntiet, and he came in for a great deal of abuse. As 
the last man passed through the gateway a woman .

crowd continued to increase and s0 did the stone 
throwing.

‘The shots were fired at 6:45, and ten minutes later 
two streams of water from the fire hose of the mill 
shot out from the upper windows and drenched the 
crowd, Another panic ensued, but the range of water. 
was not great laterally, and the crowd merely stood 
from under after the first rush, and the stone. throw- 
ing continued unabated. The hose was carried from’ 
window to window, but accomplished little beyond 
making the road muddy. ‘be water came from the 


hot. The wrecking did not cease at all during the 
evening, and, intermingled with the crashing of the 
stones against the glass, reports of revolvers were 
heard. Fully fifty shots wefe fired, butit is believed 
that all but one spent their force in the air. 

It is said that the end is not yet, and that wholesale 
bloodshed will result. 

Thousands of poor families are suffering by this 
strike, and it seems pitiable that some mutual ar- 
rangement cannot be entered into between employers 
and employees*whereby this suffering may be as-_
